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GASOLINE TAX IN FORCE 
JUNE Ist 


The gasoline tax act, 1929, passed 
at the recent session of the Legisla - 
ture, by provision of which the tax on 
gasoline is raised from three to five 
gers a gallon, will be proclaimed 
from June 1. 

‘Arrangements have been completed 
whereby the gasoline and pil compan- 
jes. would act as government agents 


for the collection of the tax on an in- 


creased basis. 

Under provicions of the act, any 
person having in his possession giaso- 
Une upon which the authorized tax 
has not been paid is liable to a penal- 
ty of $100 and costs, and not more 
than $500 and costs. Provision is 
made whereby every officer or con- 
stable of the Alberta Provincial po- 
lice or others authorized in writing 
may exere’se the powers of inspection 
without warrant and every person in- 
terrogated who refuses to answer 
any question respecting the gasoline 
kept or had on the premises shall be 
guilty of an offense against the act.

Wants Help to 
Enforce Their 
Liquor Law 


The statement of the assistant 
secretary of the treasurer at Washing- 
ton to the Ganadian Press that moet 
of the liquor smuggled into the Un- 
ited States comes from across the 
border or from the French possession 
of St. Pierre is significant. It may 
be. suggested it was isoued with a 
view to influencing public opinion in 
Canada in favor of imposing a ban 
on liquor shipments to the States. 

The American officials are carry- 
ing on a campaign with this object 
in mind. They are laying: special 
emphasis 6n the claim that Canada’s 
refusal to grant clearances to liquor 
vessles is the best means of enfore- 
ing the drylaw. It may be open to 
doubt whether if not a single drop 
of liquor ‘crossed the international 
border the republic would be any drier 


than it is now. Other avenues and 


means would be devised to bring in 
supplies, in fact they are already in 
existence, and in any ease it is es- 
timated on good authority that at 
least 90 p.c. of the Hard liquor con- 
sumed in the ee of ern 
origin. 

In addition as, tes out by the 


Canadian Govergment,, the rum run-| 


ning between the.two countries is be- 
ing done chiefly. by small American 


boats subject to scandalously lax 
control in their own country as com- 


pared with that applied to similar 


requires all vessels to report, both 
when leaving for and returning from

States law exempts vessels of less 
than five tons from the regulation, 
and most of the rum rumers are in 
the exempted class.

Most Just 
Decision 


FOR BETTER OR WORSE IS LAW 
UPHELD 


In a wiitten decision handed down 
in Calgary on Monday in the action 
for divorce Chertkow vs. Chertkow 
Chief Justice Harvey of the appellate 
division of the supreme court of Al- 
birta, it is found that a marriage can- 
not be declared null and void under 
existing Canadian law on the ground 
of insanity after it has been entered 
into when both parties to the mar- 
riage contract were cognizant of the 
responsibility vested in them by the 
ceremony. 

The decision followed a four day 
hearing, at the end of which judg- 
mert was reserved and then followed 
shortly after by his lordship’s decis- 
ion. 

The proceedings were instituted by 
Trerholme Dickson, official states 
guard'an, on behalf of Sadie CQhert- 
kow. It was sought to quash the rul- 
ing of Mr, Justice Ives of the trial 
pct who decided that the marri- 

ge of Tony and Sadie Chertkow was 
sa and void on account of the insan- 
ity of the latter. 

In declaring the marriage still legal, 
Chief Justice Harvey stated: It is 
no doubt a hardship that the plaint- 
iff, Tony Chertkow, a comparatively 
ycurzg man, should be doomed to live 
without a mate while the defendant 
lives, but that is a matter for the con- 
sideration of parliament, not the 
courts, and it may be said that is the 
e.cord part of ne for better or for 
worse for which he took her for life, 

His Lordship pointed out that there 
was no evidence to prove that defiend- 
amt was insane at the time of the 
marriage, and therefore the ceremony 
could not be declared null and void. It
